DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's argument, see Remarks, filed 8/20/2008, with respect to Office Action mailed 
3/20/2008 have been fully considered. If the rejection is not repeated in the instant office action, 
the rejection/objection has been withdrawn. This is a Final Office Action. In summary, claims 
105-123 are currently pending and are new claims. Claims 105-109 are compound claims and are 
currently under consideration. Claims 1 10-123 are method claims, which are currently 
withdrawn from consideration based on the restriction requirement and Applicant's election of 
Group (I), without traverse.

Regarding claim 105, the connectivity of C(0)NH to the pyrazolopyrimidine is vague. 

Claim 107 recites the limitation "4-methylpiperazin-l-yl" in the 6 th specie listed. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 107 recites the limitation "6-hydroxyphenyl" in the 10 th specie listed. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
